“The first cause of action in this case is 
the charge of poisoning on December 
26, 1900, or some time prior thereto. The 
evidence wholly fails to support this is- 
sve, but shows the defendant was try- 
ing to reScue the plaintiff from a state 
of intoxication, and adménistered not 
poison, but remedies which she deemed 
deneficial. His inability to speak on 
this occasion did not come from these 
remedies, but came from his excessive 
use of intoxicating liquors at the ban- 
quet board, and was humiliating to the 
defendant as to the plaintiff. 

“The unhappiness caused by the ac- 
tiung of ‘the plaintiff is shown by the 
letter of their daughter, Arta Thorpe, 
Whose beautiful character shone out 
from her unhappy home, and the words 
ot her letter, written just before her 
death: ‘Oh, papa, why did he do it? 
aly heart is just broken over it. Oh, 
Why did he do it.’”’ 

No Threats on Life. 

Judge Scott also found that the charge 
of unbecoming actions on the part of the 
defendant toward the colonel's guests was 
not proven; that there was no evidence 
that she had even threatened her hus- 
band's life, and thet when attending the 
funeral of her daughter Ara at Roches- 
wr, N. Y., in February, 1904, she offered 
a permanent reconciliation and no an- 
ewer ever came to this.

Setting aside the factors of a tempo- 
rary nature, the correspondent enumer- 
ates four main causes of misfortune: 

First, failure to establish before the 
war an adequate intelligence department 
in Manchuria or to make other prepara- 
tions. contrasted with Japanese activity 
in that direction. 

Second, Russia is dependent upeén a sin- 
gle railway, while the Japanese have 
many bases with the possibility of es- 
tablishing new ones at any point on 
the coast. 

Many Officers Deficient. 

Third, the deficiencies of many officers, 
whose mistakes of execution bring to 
maught the most carefully thought out 
plan of the commander or whose techn!- 
cal education has not kept pace with 
the artillery they @re reguired to han- 
dle. 

Fourth, that victory rests not with the 
army, but with the nation. 

The correspondent pictures the patriot- 
ism, devotion and passionate longing for 
victory of the Japanese, and continu- 
ing. says, in referring to interna] dis- 
orders in Russia: 

‘On the. other eide is a nation where} 
misunderstand the/ 
meaning of this war or ere even inimi- | 
cal, taking advantage of distressing | 
times to attain more liberty. 

“The need of greater liberty is undouDt- | 
ed, but is H not possible to press the 
campaign after the war?

Washington Not Surprised. 

Washington, March 23.—The sikiden 
growth of the sentiment In Russian of- 
ficial circles in favor of peace is. not 
at all surprising to the officials here. be- 
cause it Is In lfne with the predictions 
of the American embassy in St. Peters. 
burg when last heard from on this sub- 
ject. In fact, It was gathered that the 
real obstacles in the way of bringing 
negotiations to this end was to be found 
rather in the jealoustes of European 
powers outside of Russia than in the 
czar’s Own court. 

There have for’ some time been sub- 
Stantial evidence that by the execution 
of quiet pressure from the outside upon 
the St. Petersburg government it might 
be Induced to‘ break the deadlock in the 
Situation, which results from the re- 
luctance of each belligerent, as a matter 
of pride to making the first overtures 
for peace. But just at this point the 
efforts of the real friends of peace are 
said to have been negatived by the fear 
of some of the European powers that 
their interests might suffer in a settle- 
ment which they did not themselves ar- 
range. There is reason to believe now, 
however, that the great financial case 
of London, Berlin and Paris, looking to 
their own salvation and the security of 
their enormous Russian loans, have risen 
above natlona] lines, and that to the 
exertion of their powerful influence is 


due the present promise of peace in the 
near future,

ADVOCATES OF PEACE 
CLAIM THE VICTORY 


JAPS TURNING 


UN BOTH FLANKS 


Linevitch's’ Danger Becoming 
Greater Every Day, 


Unless Russians Can Hold Line of 
Sungari River Great Care 
Must Be Taken To Pre- 
vent Cutting of Sibe- 
rian Railroad. 


tunshu Pass, Manchuria, March 23, 106 
Miles North of Tie Pass.—The Japanese 
are following the Russian rear guard 
which is moving north from Santoupou 
at the rate of 8% miles a day. On both 
flanks the Japanese are operating a 
wide turning movement, but the strengta 
of the flanking forces has not been defin- 
itely ascertained. 

At a number of places along the rail- 
road between Santoupou and Gunsh. 
pass there are broken hills with steep 
sides and and gorges at the bottom where 
stubborn resistance might be mgde, Dut 
it is doubtful whether General Linevitch 
will make a stand before he reaches 
the Sungari river and Chantchiatu. 

New Danger at Harbin. 

Unless he is able- to hold the line of 
the river the Russian position will be 
so weak strategically that he may be 
compelled to retire back of Harbin Into 
Siberia, owing to the fact that as they 
approach Harbin the Russian front par- 
allela the railroad, fearing the danger of 
the severance of the sole line of com- 
munication, 

While the army is still far from Siberia 
and with the Chinese eastern railroad 
behind it in perpendicular front, the dan- 
ger to the Siberian railroad is only from 
raiding parties and Chinese bandits and 
the comparatively few railroad guards 
are sufficient to protect the bridges. But 
once the army falls back behind the Sun- 
gari river communication with the far 
away base will be terribly jeopardized, 
not by the small number of the guard. 
but by the army which will be required 
to protect the railroad. 

The prospect of the {isolation of 
Viadivostok must also be met and it is 
urgently necessary to supply the garri- 
son with guns and ammunition not for 
a few months but for two years. A hun- 
dred thousand reinforcements from Rusz- 
sia are now necessary to make it pos- 
sible to meet the Japanese on anything 
like even terms.

UNCE ARMY GETS ACROSS 
PAILROAD IS IN DANGER 


Prospect of Main Siberian Line Be- 
ing Cut Is Altogether Too Se- 
rious a Proposition for 
Russia To Regard 
Lightly. 


St. Petersburg, March 24—!:45 a m— 
The possibility that if the Russian army 
should be unable to hold the lower line 
of the Sungarj river at Chunchiatsu it 
may be compelled to retreat not only to 
Harbin, but also further westward along 
the railroad, abandoning to the Japanese 
northern Manchuria and the Russian 
maritime Amur provinces as well is the 
latest startling news from the front. 

The strategic General 
Linevitch's position he falls back 
northward is made clear by a Gunshu dis- 
patch to the Associated Press in which 
it is pointed out that unless the Chaun- 
chiatsu and the Sungari line, a secant 
hundred miles below Harbin, can be held 
it will be difficum to maintain a position 
before Harbin, where, with the front of 
the army paralleling the railroad. the 
practicability of a turning movement to 
completély sever communications and is6- 
late the army 6,000 miles from home is 
too serious for Russian consideration. 


Situation Moves for Peace. 

That such a dispatch should have been 
permitted to pass the censor at the front 
is significant, and if General Linevitch 
has communicated a similar view of the 
situation direct to Emperor Nicholas it 
may account for his majesty’s tncreased 
disposition to listen to peace counsels an@ 
open negotiations before the Japanes® 
establish themselves on Russian soll. 

It can now be stated that the decision 
to appoint Grand Duke Nicholas Nieh- 
olaevitch to the supreme command ‘tn the 
Far East was reconsidered because the 
outlook at the front does not warrant the 
risk of compromising the prestige of a 
member of the imperial family. 

At the general staff the view that Gen.- 
cra] Linevitch may be compelled to aban- 
don Harbin and retire toward Lake Bal- 
Kal, leaving Viadivostok to its fate, is 
regarded as almost unwarragted by any- 
thing that is officially known there, it 
being pointed out that Field Marshal 
Oyama may have a long and laborious 
task to bring up an army of 300,000 or 
400,000 men. 

Meanwhile Russian reinforcements are 
arriving at Harbin at the rate of 1.200 
men per day. Nevertheless, it {s signifi- 
cant that there is now a well masked 
peace party at the war office. 

With Manchuria entirely abandoneg to 
the Japanese and Vladivostok left as 
Russia's solitary sentinel on the Pa- 
cific, it is realized that Russia will be 
practically at the Japanese mercy in the 
matter of peace terms. 

Military authorities here belleve tnai 
unless General Linevitch is sure of his 
ability to hold the lower Sungari line he 
wil} risk his whole army if he fortifies 
and concentrates there, as, if he should 
be defeated, his line of retreat Hes to two 
sides of a triangle. the third side of 
which is open to the enemy.

Port Louls, Island of Mauritus, March 
23, 5:55 p. m.—A steamer from Colombo, 
Ceylon, which arrived here today fre- 
ports that during the night of March 
16 she met a Russian torpedo boat which 
was followed by a squadron of war- 
ships some distance behind.

I am not a maker of patent medicines, 
nor have I any interest in the sale of 
them. I am simply a user, like the rest 
of you. 

Patent medicines are friends’ of my 
youth, and friends of my family. They 
have helped me when I needed help; and 
f they need help now I feel like defend- 
itig them. It is only fair reciprocity. 


The fact is that the term “‘patent medi- 
cines,”’ as applied to advertised ramedies, 
$s a misnomer. Very few of the remedies 
advertised to the laity are patented. The 
real patent medicines are advertised to 
Physicians alone. They are brought into 
use almost solely through physicians’ pre- 
scriptions. 

Practicaily all the snythetic chemicals 
produced in late years are protected by 
patents. The most valuable products used 
by modern physicians are patented. The 
coal tar preparations whith are most 
widely used, and the most effective germ- 
icides, are among them. All physicians 
prescribe these remedies, yet they know 
that their owners control a monopoly. 

The largest pharmaceutical houses are 
not those which make remedies advertised 
in the newspapers. They make the rem- 
edies which are advertised to physicians 
alone, and they control those remedies 
absolutely by a patent or trade mark. If 
the medical profession ceased to use these 
patented remedies, half the prescriptions 
which are written would need to be 
altered. 


This does not bear out Mr. Bok’s theory | 


that the discoverer of a remedy of real 
value gives it freely to the world. The 
custom with those who invent such rem- 
_ edies today is to patént them and contro! 
them, just as does the man who invents 
@ new machine. And the medical profes- 
sion recognize and approve the method, 
for every modern physician prescribes 
patented remedies more frequently than 
@ny others. And enormous enterprises are 
built solely on this fact. 

The mere fact, therefore, that a man 
controls a remedy, either by a patent or 
trade mark, docs not argue against it. It 
is rather evidence that the man has 
something which he considers worth con- 
trolling. 

If the man, tn addition, spends large 
gums in advertising, whether to physi- 
clans or to ffe laity, it forms to me 
further evidence of value. Nothing is 
More certain than the fact that a worth- 
less article cannot be advertised profit- 
‘ably.’ 

Those who know advertising know that 
the cost of selling a bottle or package to 
& new user is several times the profit 
made on if. The only hope of profit comes 
through continued use; and, without 
merit, continued use cannot be expected. 
When a man has made a success in ad- 
vertising a medicine, it is to me the. best 
evidence possible that he has something 
rood. 

A physician may put up a prescription 
for some individual case without giving 
much tho’ ht to it. Butif that phystcian 
is going to spend a fortune on adver- 
tising, with no possibility of getting his 
money back unless: he satisfies millions 
of users, he is naturally going to put up 
the best prescription he can make, If he 
fs wise he will get the best prescriptions 
for his purpose that any man can make. 
‘Then there is the question of alcohol 
Whith Mr. Bok seems to consider such a 
perilous one. All the fluid extracts and 
tinctures used in medicine must employ 
@icohol as a solvent and preservative. 
Prohibit a physician from using alcohol in 
fis prescriptions and you would make th> 
practice of medicine impossible. If a 
physician must use alcohol in certain pre- 


purpose? 

If we are going to avola the use of al- 
cohol we must banish the extracts and 
essences uséd in our kitchen. Fluid ex- 
tracts, whethér they are medicinal; or 
culinary, cannot be made or preserved 
without alcohol. 

The abuse of alcohol in médicine is ap- 
proved by the pharmacopoeias of all na- 
tions. It ig in accord with the practice of 
all medical nuthorities' fn the world. 

The abuse of alcohol is another matter, 
but the cost alone is enough to prevent 
abuse. Alcohol costs about $2.60 per gal- 
lon. It is too expensive for any medicine 
maker tO use more than he needs of it. 
And he cannot hope that people are going 
to take the medicine because of the alco- 
hol, when good whisky can be purchased 
for one-fifth as much. 

A dose of medicine which contains even

me a very dangerous matt@r. That means 


one-fifth of a teaspoonfal of alcohol at a 
time. Physicians do not hesitate to give 
brandy to a child in teaspoonful doses, 
and brandy !s half alcohol. When one 
‘compares medicine with wine or beer, he 
should also compare the dosage. One 
takes more alcohol in a giass of wine than 
he takes in a great many doses of medl- 
cine. 

Mr. Bok is also most gnfair 
reference to poisons used in proprietary 
medicines.

WITHSTRYCHNINE 


Jones County Planter Ends 
His Existance in Gris- 
woldvilie.

The deceaséd was 38 years old, and 
leaves a wife, two children and four 
brothers. He will be buried tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock.

Sensitive Mr. Brown! 

Mr. W. H. Brewer, a prominent 
merchant of Griffin, who has been 
conspicuous in the fight for state 
freight rate reduction, jn an interview 
published in the morning papers yes- 
terday, sees danger ahead in the threat 
to put aside freight rate reduction by 
an ostensible move for two cents a 
mile passenger fares, which Mr. Brew- 
er declares of secondary consideration 
to the all important demand for 
freight rate reduction, and which he 
further characterizes as probably be- 
ing inspired by “ulterior motives.” 


Mr. Brewer, to quote him exact, 
Says: 

I wish to warn the people against 
| any attempt to sidetrack the main issue 
| 


for an alleged demand for 2-cent passen- 
‘ger fares. Everybody in Georgia knows 
| that where $! ts spent for passenger 
fares $100 goes into paying for the 
transportation of merchandise commodi- 
ties. [ am very much afraid that this 
recent agitation about 2-cent passenger 
fares has some ulterior motive back of 
it. So far as I am concerned, and so 
far as the merchants of Georgia are 
concermed, we do not propose to be shift- 
ed from our determination to have 
freight rate reduction, 

In the matter of the proposed 2-cent 
per mile passenger fare, it is a known 
fact that there is pot a rafiroad in the 
United States that has such a rate—not 
even between Washington, Philadelphia, 
New ‘York and Boston, where millions of 
peaple reside to our hundreds down 
here. The proposition ts an @bsurdity on 
the face of it, and whether so intended 
or not, it will have the effect of divert- 
img the people from the main issue—that 
is, freigitt rate reduction. 

Hon. J. Pope Brown, one of the 
members of the railroad commission, 
shows evidence of being over sensitive 
to Mr. Brewer’s criticism. Nettled by 
the frank and open manner in which 
Mr. Brewer speaks his sentiments and 
entirely jumping the main issue, Mr. 
Brown goes back to the fight for 
freight rate reduction in Atlanta last 
fall and says: 


I see’ where The Atlanta Constitution 
is claiming ‘the credit for winning the 
fight. The Congtitution has consistent- 
ly fought any reduction of the rate. It 
has always been against us and now 
that the fight has been won and the 
reduction assured, The Constitution comes 
sneaking on the nd waigon and says, 
| “Good people, ? what we have done 
| for you.” Anyone acquainted with the 
| attitude of Constitution in the past 
| can not help/but laugh at such an ab- 
|} surd claim. 


| There yo are mistaken, Mr. 
‘srown! T Constitution has never 
/at any time, directly nor indirectly, 
| “claimed the credit” for winning the 
fight for freight rate reduction for 
Atlanta. We did, and do, modestly 
‘Claim that we had an humble part in 
ithe bringing about of the: reduction 
that was obtained, and all the daily 
‘hewspapers of the city fought shou)- 
‘der to shoulder to that end. Our es- 
iteemed contemporary, The Atlanta 
‘Journal, did valiant service in open- 
‘ing up the fight at this particular 
time, and The Constitution and The 
Atlanta News joined hands just as 
vigorously as they knew how. As 
‘the result of the contest the three 
| daily newspapers of the city were cor- 
‘dially thanked by committees from 
‘the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau for what had 
‘been accomplished and for their earn- 
@st efforts in bringing it abput. So 
much, therefore, for this, Mr. Brown! 
| . Mr. Brown further says that “The 
Constitution has tried to make it ap- 
bear that the railroad commission is 
in some sort of a conspiracy against 
‘the people of the state.” This is an- 
other of the vagaries of Mr. Brown’s 
|imagination. The Constitution has not 
sought to make anything of the kind 
appear, and Mr. Brown knows that hig 
| two confreres on the commission, Mr. 
| Hill and Mr. Joseph M. Brown, have 
‘no such idea. They have neither 
asked, nor do they need, Mr. Brown’s 
defense. 

| The truth of the matter is, Mr. 
Brewer, of Griffin, has penetrated the 
thin cuticle of the Hon. J. Pope 
Brown, and instead of directing his 
attention to Mr. Brewer, he madly 
lunges at The Constitution, making 
himself even more ridiculous than he 
was left by Mr. Brewer's interview. 

It is well known that Hon. J. Pope 
Brown's service as railroad commis- 
sioner is about to expire. For reasons 
best understood by himself, he has 
announced that he will not be a can- 
didate for reappointment. The Con- 
Stitution was not surprised at the an- 
nouncement, nor was the public, for, 
indeed, long before Mr. Brown had 
concluded to withdraw the use of his 
name, the public had accustomed it- 
self to the idea that another appoint- 
ment was not only needed, but would 
be forthcoming.

become a matter of state comment. 
Of course, at the very first opportu- 
nity—with other

Mr. Wellman’s correspor\le 
ent adds that at the present haphaz- 
ard rate of speed it will require a cen- 
tury to complete the canal. Regard- 
ing the all-vital matter of medicines, 
this officia] says: 

Medicines received here have been bad- 
ly adulterated, but have been shipped in 
such small quantities that if they sent 
them back condemned they would have 
none at all. For instance, the last ship- 
ment of three-grain quinine pidis contain- 
ed less than two grains, the remainder be- 
ing chalk and sugar. A fellow I know 
was sent to a hospital with a broken leg, 
and they had to tear up mosquito bars for 
gauze to bandage him, and this they do 
right along. Dr. said there is not 
on hand an ounce of epsom salts, so much 
needed here now. These things show that 
something needs to be done. 

Nor is this the only indictment, al- 
though it appears serious enough. Dr. 
Charles A. L. Reed, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the American 
Medical Association, visited the isth- 
mus in February and on his return 
mercilessly criticised the hygienic 
methods employed to render the canal 
zone habitable. He does not question | 
the ability or conscientiousness of! 
Colonel Gongas, who has charge of 
this task and who established a world- 
reputation in ridding Havana of its 
yellow fever breeding grounds. But 
he does maintain that the colonel has 
been the victim of interference, offi- 
ciousness and constant petty surveil- 
lance. These charges are, of course, 
denied by the commission. The mere 
tact that they have been made, how- 
ever, and from a source that should, 
logically, be unbiased, is grave evi- 
dence that fault exists somewhere. 

If, as reported, the president con- 
templates reducing the number of the 
commission to three members, and 
conferring executive power on Mr. 
Burt, or any other responsible head, it 
is to be hoped he will lose no time 
in doing so. Secretary Taft admits 
that the commission, in its present 
status, is clumsy and likely to prove 
a handicap to rapid prosecution of the 
work. There is no disposition t@ ac- 
cuse its members of incapacity or 
venaiity, nor does The Constitution 
care to mix up in the apparently futile 
controversy over the respective pow- 
ers of its varied personnel or their ap- 
pointees. 

What appeals to us as an ominous 
phase is the possibility of the present 
woefully confused conditions incubat- 
ing a scandal resembling those rather 
ghastly ones which rose on the isth- 
mus under French rule. Neither can 
we afford to wait indefinitely for the 
canal, while those charged with its 
construction squabble and jostle each

The south is 
‘gradually awakening to the large sig- 
nificance of the canal to its interests 
and many of Our industrial and com- 
mercial plans for the immediate fu- 
ture are being made with reference to 
its relatively early completion.

GEN. AINSWORTH REFUSES ~ 
TO LET STATE COPY ROLLS 


Work of Georgia Roster 
Hampered by Attitude of War Department. 
State Capitol Gossip. 


Commission Greatly 


HE work of the Georgia roster 
f commission which is preparing ros- 
ters of all the soldiers and sailors 
from this state who served the con- 
federacy, has been serfously hampered 
by the refusal of Brigadier General F. 
C. Ainsworth, of the war records office 
in Washington, to permit copies to be 
made of those rolls of Corgia troops 
now on file there and which have not 
yet been copied for the state archives. 
General Clement A. Evans, who is 
chairman of the Georgia roster commis- 
sion, recently took the matter up with 
General Ainsworth through Senators 
Bacon and Clay, who urged that per- 
mission be granted to have copies made 


of these remaining rolls at the expense | 


of this state, the work to be done by 


|any one selected for the purpose by 
| General Ainsworth himself. 


| General Evans has just heard from the 
| two Georgia senators, who state that in 
| spite of their earnest requests, General 
| Ainsworth has refused the permission 
| asked, giving as his reason that the rolls 

are very old and would be endangered 

in handline them, and besides 

United States government is preparing 
to have them printed and these printed 
copies may be secured by Georgia free 
of charge as soon as they have been 
published. 

This is by no means satisfactory 
the Georgia roster commission, which fs 
just now in the midst of its work, and 
is dependent upon these rolls for com- 
| pleting it. It will all be very well if the 
war department expected to publisS 
them within the next few months, but 
'such is hardly the case. It may be four 
or five or even ten years before the 
| government printing office can turn 
them out, as, from the government 
standpoint, there is no immediate hurry, 

These uncopied Georgia rolls number 
between thirty and forty regiments, or 
about 300 companies, including artil- 
lery, cavalry and state troops, those 
which served within the limits of the 
state in contradistinction to those who 
served the confederate government di- 
‘rect. The rolls of the Georgia troeps in 
the confederate service numbering 
sixty-six regiments have already been 
copied and the roster commission is at 
work on these. These copies were made 
some fifteen years ago under a resolu- 
tion. passed by congress directing the 
war office to permit the work to be 
done. 

The roster commission determined 
to secure copies of these remaining 
rolls as soon as it is possible to do so, 
and with that end in view will take up 
the matter with the Georgia delegation 
in congress in» the hope of securing the 
passage of a similar resolution directing 
| Genera] Ainsworth to allow the copies 
| to be made at this state’s expense. Of 
course nothing can be done now until 
eongress reconvenés, but It is felt there 
is no doubt that this small favor will be 
, readily granted to the Georgia members 
by their colleagugs in congress, 

In the meantime the roster commission 
| will proceed with its work upon the rolls 
‘it now has with a view to completing 
| thern and preparing them for publication 
as soon as possible. The commission had 
/expected to complete its work within 
three years, but

SPRING BRINGS MEASLES. 


Attendance of Schools Affected by 
Prevalence of Light Form 
of Malady. 
The measles is the latest disease to con- 
spire against the attendance in the pub- 


lic schools this year. 

It is estimated that something. like 
twenty per cent of the children have been 
kept away from the schools for the last 
| few weeks, either on account of having 
or fearing the measles. 

This does not signiy per 
cent of the children really had 
measles: with some, measles in the fam- 
ily: haye kept them away, while with 
others, they only thought they were at- 
| tacked with the contagion. 
| Some of the schools have suffered ffom 
| the measles more than others, and while 
| one schoo] may not havywe suffered a de- 
‘crease of 10 per cent of attendance, for 
'some weeks others have suffered as much 
‘as 33 1-3 per cent. 
| This would not be nearly so bad if it 
|were not for the fact that so many un- 
}toward things have been constantly at 
| work, in some way, to make the attend- 
ance fn fhe schools this year very low. 
And this in spite of the fact that there 
probably never was a more harmonious 
year between the officials themselves and 
teachers and officials. 

Since Christmas, occurred the long spell 
|\of bad weather, when sleet and snow 
‘made the streets almost impassible for 
nearly two weeks, during which time, 
,hardly one-third of the enrolled pupils 
/went to school. Pneumonia followed in the 
wake of the bad weather, and death after 
death was reported as the cause of this 
dread illness. This decreased the attend- 
ance in a marked degree. After pneumon- 
la, came what was suposed to be an epi-
